J. Evan Bonifant has the blues in a big 
way. But he’s far from sad. Evan’s got the 
beat and dancing feet in Blues Brothers 2000. 
As Buster, Evan plays a troubled orphan whom 
Elwood Blues (Dan Aykroyd) decides to help 
while trying to get his old blues band together. 
Through their adventures, they hook up with 
fellow blues guy Mighty Mack McTeer (John 
Goodman) and have a rockin’ good time. 

We were amped when Evan, 12, granted us 
a private dance session. While Aretha 
Franklin’s “Respect” blasted, we watched 
Evan busta move! 











Do you like the blues? 

"Yeah, I like them. I don’t listen to them 
a lot, but I like them more in the 
morning—at about 6 a.m. That’s my 
favorite time of the day, too, everything’s 
quiet. One time I made my mom mad 
because I turned on Guns n’ Roses at 6 in 
the morning.” 

Who do you like to listen to at 6 in the evening? 

“In the summertime, Alanis Morissette. 
And when I'm feeling really sappy, I listen 
to Patsy Cline." 

Do you like to dance? 

"It's a lot of fun. 1 don’t know why, but it 
gives me a rush.” 

Did you dance before you got this part in 
the movie? 

“I danced at home to the radio.” 

Was it hard to leant the dances for 
this movie? 

“Well, there are 14 musical 
numbers, and they were all very 
hard to learn but they were fun so it 
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“A Blues Brother must be loyal 
and trustworthy, have a vast 
appreciation of low-down music 
and weigh over 200 pounds,” 
says John Goodman. Evan

made it easy to remember them. We had 
a choreographer and we practiced [each 
musical number] for about an hour. 

When you see the movie, you’ll probably 
be singing the songs for three months— 
they’re upbeat, catchy tunes.” 

Would you ever dance a Blues Brothers 
number at your school dance? 

"I’ve dreamed about that. In the 
dream, I freeze! I am up on stage and in 
front of all my classmates and I’m like, 
'uh, uh.’ It’s easy for me to act in front 
of people, but when I dance [in real life], 
it’s really weird—I freeze." 

Who's the better dancer—Dan or John? 

"Actually, both are the same. Dan 
likes to goof around sometimes and it’s 
really funny because he has these little 
moves that are a bit unique." 

Did anybody get hurt while dancing? 

“No. I did fall off the car a couple of 
times when we danced on it. I caught 













myself with one 
hand one time 
when I fell, and the 
next thing I knew,

handstand." 

The movie features 
some great musical 
guests—did you get 
any souvenirs from them? 

“Dan Aykroyd gave me a guitar and 
some harmonicas for my birthday. He 
signed the harmonicas, but he didn't 
sign the guitar. [A lot of legendary 
blues musicians play with the Blues 
Brothers in the movie] and I got the 
guitar signed by all the famous guitar 
players: Steve Winwood, Willie Weeks, 
B.B. King, Bo Diddley, Steve Cropper, 
Matt ‘Guitar’ Murphy, Donald ‘Duck’ 
Dunn, Jonny Lang, Eric Clapton, Dr. 
John and Travis Tritt." 


Wow, that’s a 
valuable guitar! 

“Yeah, B.B. 
King and Bo 
Diddley told my 
mom, ‘Don’t let 
that boy touch 
that thing.’ 
They’re funny 
guys. They told my mom, ‘When we 
start dropping like flies, it’s gonna go 
up in price.' I’m gonna get a guitar 
exactly like it because I can’t play the 
one everyone signed.” 

What are you going to do with your signed 
guitar? 

“It’s gonna be in a glass case [in a 
secret spot] with mirrors in the back so 
you can see the signatures on the head 
of the guitar. And it’ll spin.’’ 

Who would you want to tour with? 

“Blues Traveler. No, I would want to go 
with the Blues Brothers if we toured. 

John Landis [the director] said he wants 
to paint a car that’s as big as the Blues 
Brothers car and get everybody from the 
movie and drive around Chicago."
